Observers of the European situation
ean not have falled to notlee the evis
dent longing of the Rowon pontiff for
whiut he deems his spivitonl but wan-
doring children, the moembers of the
Greok church, Whether or not this
unlon is probuble, It ean do no harm to
briefly conslder Its probable  conse-
quences should 1L oceur,

It would In the test place make the
pope of Rome the most powerful poten-
tiato of the world,  Uniting his faithful
subjocts In other Buropean countrles
with the solld millions of the Czar's
omplire, what natural bavrier could be
found In Kurope to restesin hls nmbi-
thom,

If ho wnd the Czar could sgree In
keoping sepnrate temporal and spiritunl
Jurlsdletion, the Russlun emperor,
with the Inoreassd Influence he would
regolve throughout Europe by reason
of wpiritusl ssubjostich together witly
his sibjects to the pope, would plaee
him easily frest as s politioal powor in
the whole sastern world,  The spieiunl
power of the pops, united with the
tempornl power of the Czar, judging
things naturally, would constitute o
power very diffeult w vorlst and still
more diMeult o overcome,

Though the pope has of lste mani
foated strange love for vepublican [n-
wiitutions, this manifestation can not
be regurded we rolluble nor ns mwade in
goud  fulth, so long us the dogmas of
tempornl power remains ws o peet of
his spleitonl fuith; for the unlon in one
mat of dietatorinl, spieitusl and tem-
purnl soyerclgnty, ls  condition about
ns fur removed Trom republican Hborty
s nnything that can be imaglined, The

improssion 1o thelr fuvor which his
genndinthor's nareations  had  made,
wore awiy bonesth the rough collision
of Dereer spleite; wnd gladly dld he we-
copt the precominones which hils com-
purative lonrnlgg scquired for him
smwong ovil mon.  Hardy, durlng, aod
aciite, ho shrunk from po enterprise
that wiw placed befors him, conselous
